DEATHS. — The  actual  number  of  deaths 
registered  in  the  township  during  the  year 
was  163.  A  large  proportion  of  these  deaths, 
however,  occurred  amongst  the  inmates  of 
Storthes  Hall  Asylum,  and  were  transferable 
to  the  district  to  which  they  belonged.  These 
transferable  deaths  numbered  146. 
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Those;  deaths  which  occurred  in  other  dis¬ 
tricts  were1  of  persons  belonging  to!  the  town¬ 
ship  ,and  have  to  be  included  in  the  deaths 
of  actual  resident  population.  One:  of  these, 
a  man  aged  58  years,  took  place  on  the  l  ail- 
way  near  Penistone;  another  was  of  a  man 
aged  43,  who  was  accidentally  killed  at 
Shelley ;  and  the  third,  a  man  aged  53,  who 
died  at  Lockwood. 

The  actual  number  of  deaths,  therefore,  to 
be  used  for  calculation,  is  20.  The  population 
given  by  the  Registrar-General  is  2.5001,  so 
that  the  death  rate  is  7.7  per  1,000  of  the 
population.  The  death  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  is  given  by  the  Registrar-General  as 
12.1.

with. 

4. — PROPERTY  BELONGING  TO  MR.  GILL 

AND  MR.  JOHNSEiY. 

In  regard  to  these  properties,  extra,  closet 
accommodation  is  urgently  neededi.  I  have 
met,  both  these  owners  in  regard  to  the 
matter,  when  a,  promise'  wals  given  that  it 
would  receive  immediate  attention.  Up  to 
the  present  date,  however,  the  work  has  not 
been  commenced.  I  recommend  the  Council 
to  press  the  matter  in  the  interests  of  public 
health. 

During  the  year,  the  arrangements  for 
supplying  the  township  with  water  have  been 
completed,  and  also  during  the  year  the 
village  had  installed  a  supply  of  gas.

Dear  Sir, — 

I  beg.  tot  submit  to  your  Council  my  annual 
report  for  the  year  1921.  There  has  been  a 
decrease  in  infectious  cases.  I  have  made  20 
inspections  during  the  year.  Ten  nuisances 
have  been  recorded,  which  have  been  abated 
after  verbal  notices.  During  the  year  I  have 
paid  strict  attention  to  all  cow  sheds  being 
properly  whitewashed  and  cleaned  out ;  also 
cue  slaughter  house.  There  have  been  ten 
new  houses  built  during  the  year,  eight  in 
Oaks*  Lane  (scullery  houses  with  bath  and 
w.o.,  good  supply  of  water)  ;  two  houses  in 
Storthes  Hall  Lane,  with  bath,  w.c.  and  good 
supply  of  water. 

I  have  inspected  two  houses,  one  at  Thurs- 
tonland,  occupiedi  by  Mr.  Beardsell,  and  one 
at*  Bank  End,  both  being  ten  in  family  and 
only  two  bedrooms.  They  have  not  yet  been 
able  to  get  suitable  houses. 

I  have  three  earth  closets  in  hand,  and 
repairs  at  Lanyard  not  yet  completed.
